Once businesses buy their merchandise, they have the option 
tospread their advertising suaicgy out over a period of months 
or wait and saturate the airwaves and newspapers closer o 
Christmastime, With this in mind, the recession was cited most 
often as the triggering factor of holiday advertising. 

“Therecessionis very real; businessesknew sales were down 
cven before the holiday season,” said Louis Pol, chairman of 
UNO's marketing program.

But 
when you pin them down and ask them about their profit and 
revenue, they are silent.

“T think consumer shopping has becn more impacted by the 
weather than anything else. There area lot of tempting offers 
from the merchants, but itall boils down to what the weather is 
like on Friday, Saturday and Sunday.”
